In their case they must 
humbly plead guilty that they do fore- 
gather for mutual pleasure, in renew- 
ing the ties of school days; this is a 
terrible fault, to be sure, but it is 
human and, perhaps, may be forgiven 
— even if abnormal! 

They actually have their own so- 
their own church services, their 
own clubs, with very comfortable 
club rooms, their own dances, p 
and entertainments; perhaps it is all 
wrong and wicked, contrary to what 
they have been taught under methods 
that would make them normal — but, 
again, human natm in, and is 

here illustrated: the largest club of 
w York City, having a 
membership of nearly 400, with at - 
commodatr inl in appointment, 

and supplying a variety of 

entertainment and financial benefits. 
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have reduced hours of work and have 
curtailed wages accordingly and have 
prohibited employment of any addi- 
tional workers.
